My  dear  Friend: 

Your  letter  to  the  Herald  of  Gospel  of  Liberty  has  been 
referred  to  us  .  .  . 

You  understand  that  the  Christian  Church,  and  the 
Disciples  of  Christ — sometimes  called  Campbellite,  sometimes 
called  Church  of  Christ,  sometimes  called  Christian  Church — 
are  two  different  bodies  entirely.  Rev.  Ezra  Chase  was  a  minister 
in  the  Christian  Church,  and  not  in  the  Disciple  Church,  Church 
of  Christ,  or  Campbellite. 

I  have  gone  back  through  our  records,  and  find  in 
"Memoirs  of  Deceased  Christian  Ministers"  by  W.  E. 
Humphreys,  the  enclosed  sketch  of  the  life  of  Ezra  Chase.  I  am 
glad  to  give  you  this  information.

Extract  From  "Memoirs  of  Deceased  Christian  Ministers" 

"EZRA  CHASE  (1783-1873)— This  brother  was  born  in 
Fredericktown,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  11,  1783,  was  converted  in  1796.  was 
licensed  to  preach  in  1808,  and  was  ordained  in  1820.  At  first, 
he  was  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  denomination,  but  in  1822, 
he  left  that  body  and  joined  the  Christians.  For  many  years  he 
was  pastor  of  the  Christian  Church  at  Enfield,  N.  Y.,  then  con- 
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sidered  by  such  men  as  Badger  and  Millard  as  the  strongest 
Church  in  that  part  of  the  state;  and  Elder  Chase  was  one  of 
the  most  prominent  ministers.  In  April,  1833,  Elder  Badger  gives 
an  account  of  a  conference  being  held  in  the  Church  at  Enfield, 
where  the  pastor's  son,  John  B.  Chase,  was  set  apart  to  the  work 
of  the  ministry. 

"Elder  Millard  speaks  of  Elder  Chase's  gray  locks  and 
venerable  appearance,  and  that  he  felt  a  great  reverence  for 
his  presence.  The  Elder  died  at  Enfield  Center,  N.  Y.,  March  27, 
1873,  in  his  ninetieth  year." 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  have  the  following — the 
substance  of  a  letter  from  his  son,  Elder  John  B.  Chase:  "From 
boyhood  up  Elder  Chase  was  deeply  impressed  with  the  lead¬ 
ing  of  the  spirit  of  God.  At  one  time,  when  preaching  among 
the  Methodists,  about  the  middle  of  his  sermon,  he  was 
impressed  to  give  an  invitation  for  seekers;  but,  failing  to  do  so, 
his  mind  became  darkened.  At  his  next  appointment,  he  was 
similarly  impressed;  when  he  obeyed.  Seven  or  eight  came 
forward,  and  great  good  was  accomplished. 

"April  1820  there  was  a  meeting  held  in  Hector,  his  home 
at  that  time,  when  he  was  ordained  a  Christian  minister.  The 
meeting  was  largely  attended,  and  much  stir  was  manifested 
on  account  of  several  ministers  beside  the  Elder  changing  their, 
ecclesiastical  religion. 

"Elder  Chase  moved  to  Enfield  when  the  Church  was 
very  weak;  but  through  his  labors,  it  became  a  strong  body. 
In  1868  and  1871,  when  the  Elder  was  eighty -five  and  eighty- 
eight  years  respectively,  there  were  reunions  at  his  house,  and 
in  1872,  the  New  York  Central  Christian  Conference  was  held 
in  Enfield.  The  Elder  was  present,  and  was  addressed,  by  order 
of  conference,  by  Elder  Keyes  Coburn.  In  all  these  meetings, 
the  old  patriarch  looked  well  in  the  midst  of  his  brethern.  He 
died  in  1873  at  the  ripe  age  of  ninety  years." 


ISAAC  CHASE  (5)  married  Thankful  Maker  a  direct  descendent 
of  Stephen  Hopkins,  who  came  in  the  Mayflower.

He  was  a  soldier  from 
Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.,  and  is  buried  in  the  Old  Baptist 
Cemetery  at  Carmel,  Putnam  County,  N.  Y.

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$200,000,000  CHASE  LEGACY

"From  1070  until  about  1510  we  have  no  record  of  the 
fQmiiy,  Then  the  name  Thomas  Chase  Anglicized  is  found  at 
Chesham,  England.  He  was  sergeant-at-arms  to  King  Henry 
the  VIII  and  died  in  1544,  three  years  before  his  royal  master. 

"His  son  Richard  Chase,  was  bom  in  Chesham,  England, 
in  1542,  and  Aquilla,  son  of  Richard,  was  born  at  the  same 
place  in  1580. 

"The  family  moved  to  Conway,  England,  and  here  our 
first  American  ancestor  was  bom.  He  had  three  brothers. 
Richard,  Aquilla,  and  Thomas.  Aquilla  and  Thomas  accom¬ 
panied  William  to  America,  but  Richard,  the  eldest  of  the 
family,  remained  in  England  as  aide-de-camp  to  the  Duke  of 
Wellington,  and  to  this  brother  is  credited  the  judgment  given 
in  favor  of  himself  and  his  three  brothers  of  the  Lord  Townley 
estate,  which  American  heirs  once  tried  to  obtain,  but  could 
not  because  of  a  lack  of  family  records.  Our  claim  to  this  estate 
lies  in  the  marriage  of  Lady  Mary,  only  sister  to  Lord  Townley, 
of  Townley  Hall,  Leicestershire,  England,  to  Aquilla  Chase, 
father  of  Richard,  William,  Thomas  and  Aquilla.  Because  of 
the  death  of  the  son  and  grandson  of  Lord  Townley  the  estate 
passed  to  the  next  of  kin,  Lady  Mary  Townley  Chase,  mother  of 
the  above-named  boys.  The  estate  is  valued  at  52,000,000 
pounds  sterling  or  $260,000,000.  But  although  the  judgment  was 
given  to  them,  that  is  all  the  three  American  brotheis  ever  did 
get,  and  so  far  as  is  known  to  their  descendents,  is  still  due 
their  shares  in  enormous  estate,  the  interest  and  accruments 
being  lodged  in  the  Bank  of  England.” 


(NOTE— Mr.  John  Carroll  Chase,  president  of  the  New 
England  Historical  Society;  also  first  President  of  Chase-Chase 
Family  Association,  on  his  return  from  England,  says  the  Chase 
Legacy  is  a  myth.)
